At noon today the directors of 
the Missouri State Fair held a 
meeting and decided to call off this 
afternoon’s racing programme, 
The races scheduled for today 
will be carried out in connection 
with tomorrow afternoon’s pro­ 
gramme :

All of the gentlemen were very 
much pleased with the fair, and 
expressed the hope that the next 
legislature will see that it is lib­ 
erally provided with funds. 
Senator Rubey , in conversation 
with a D e m oc r at reporter Thurs­ 
day , said that the legislature ought 
to appropriate $100,000 for the 
State Fair, and that in his opinion 
it will be done. 
“ The state,” said Senator R u­ 
bey , “ is in much fceMer condition 
this y ear than it was two y ears 
ago, as we had to do a great deal 
of building at that time. 
“ The special bills to tax beer 
and whisky hive brought in a 
largely increased revenue, and 1 
think the advocates of a fine State 
Fair will be successful. 
I was 
chairman of the committee of ap­ 
propriations at the last term and I 
think that under the conditions the 
fair was fortunate to get $50,000.”

Rain, rain, rain. 
The weather 
man smiled not on the fifth day of 
the Missouri State Fair and the rain 
started ea ly in a steady downpour. 
Today i^ the third day of rain, 
and y et t! e fair has been highly 
successful, for on the first three 
day s there were more people in at­ 
tendance than during the whole of 
the week last y ear. 
It has been estimated that iS.ooo 
people paid for admittance to the 
grounds Thursday , and that with 
those who obtained free passage 
through the gates the total reached 
25,000. 
This is considered re­ 
markably good. 
Had today been clear there is no 
doubt but that 
the 
attendance 
would have been almost as large as 
on Thursday . 
Notwithstanding the large crowd 
y esterday , Chief of Police Demuth 
say s that they were remarkably 
easy to handle. 
There was good 
humor to spare, and the people 
who usually ignore special police­ 
men obey ed their requests when it 
was necessary to make any . 
There was but one unpleasant 
feature of the Thursday ’s fair, and 
that was the pickpockets. 
Every ­ 
body knew, however, that they 
were in the crowd, and kept their 
hands on their pocketbooks. 
The 
police force and a detective force 
were busy all day and saved many 
a dollar to the visitors. 
It has been learned that many 
people were unable to obtain trans­ 
portation to 
Sedalia, and 
that 
crowds were left at nearby towns 
because they could not get on the 
trains. 
The special trains could 
not even bring all that wanted to 
come, and several trains were sent 
out from Sedalia to the nearby 
places and returned loaded, with 
still others waiting. 
However, if there had been many 
more people on the grounds, much 
discomfort would have resulted. 
The eating accommodations were 
inadequate and many had to go 
without their dinners. 
The ladies 
of the First Christian church served 
dinner from ii o’clock a. m. until 
about 4 p. m,, and there was a line 
before the front door ali day . 
The fair management has profited 
by the experiences of this y ear, and 
next y ear will set two dates for 
“ big day s,” when excursions can 
be run and special events arranged.

Constable Jim Allison and Po­ 
lice Judge Berry Scott, both of 
Bunceton, came to Sedalia to the 
fair y esterday and incidentally to 
search for Bert Wright, colored, 
who, on Tuesduy , at Bunceton, had 
assaulted Scott with a knife, cut­ 
ting a gash five inches in length 
across his breast, another from his 
right ear to his chin and a third 
three inches long on the right 
arm 
The Bunceton gentlemen sought 
Officers Leftwich and Card, and 
Special Officer Billy Drake was 
asked to locate Wright. 
The fugi­ 
tive was found at 5 o’clock at a 
liouse 00 Peitis street by Drake, 
who reported to Officer Leftwich, 
and Drake, S.initary Officer Cue 
and Police Judge Scott proceeded 
to effect the negro’s capture. 
On reaching the Peitis street 
residence, W nght attempted to es- 
'cape from the door bcott was 
'guarding, when the latter drew 
his 
revolver. 
W nght attempted 
to 
wrest 
the 
weapon 
from 
Scott’s hand, and in the melee 
the latter fired two shots at the 
negro, the bullet from one of which 
struck him in the right side, one- 
half inch below the last nb, in­ 
flicting what may prove a mortal 
wound, as the intestines were pene­ 
trated. 
The negro was taken to the cala­ 
boose, thence to the city hospital, 
where the bullet was unsuccess 
fully probed for, and when the 
train pulled out for Bunceton he 
was taken along, Constable Alli­ 
son having him in charge. 
Officer Leftwich asked Wright 
what he meint by attacking Scott 
when he was armed, when the ne­ 
gro replied : 
“ I intended to kill 
him before he had an opportunity 
to kill me.”

The trees are left to shift 
or themselves, while the care is 
giv en to p otatoes, corn or hop s. 
The moth and worms are still al- 
owed free range over a large p or­ 
tion of our crchards, notwithstand­ 
ing all that has been said about 
sp ray ing. 
“ When at last we get the dimin­ 
ished crop it is handled badly and 
stored where it is imp ossible for 
ap p les to keep in good order. 
Here, then, is our best general 
crop largely thrown away .

the United States are wasted in 
one way and another. 
Nor have 
we begun to ap p reciate the in­ 
herent value of the ap p le as an 
article of home food. 
If those who 
are sp ending their time cursing the 
meat trust will sp end their t i m e in 
their orchards they will reap g r e a t e r 
p ersonal benefit and do more good 
to the country ,”
